‘Edict Against Indian 


Nationalist Congress 
Also Removed 


LONDON, Jan. 26.— (INS) — 
Mahatma M. K. Gandhi, leader of 
the nationalist movement at India, 
was released from the Yerovda jail 
at Poona at 11 o'clock tonight, it 
was stated in a Central News dis- 
patch from Bombay. 


LONDON, Jan. 26.“— (INS) — 
Mahatma Gandhi, central figure of 
the Indian Nationalist ~movement, 
will be unconditionally released 
from Yeroda jail near Poona today, 
where he has been held prisoner 
since May 5, following arrest short- 
ly after launching a civil disobed- 
ience campaign against the British 
Indian government. 

The significant gesture of good- 
will toward self government in 
India was made in an official an- 
nouncement by Lord Irwin, the 
viceroy. According to messages 
from Bombay, the bespectacled 
little man whose famous march to 
the. sea in defiance of British salt 
laws stirred India, will leave his 
prison accompanied by other jailed 
members of the all-India congress 
working committee. 

Grants ‘Right to Assemble 

In addition, Lord Irwin’s | state- 
ment revoked the various deerees 
making public assembly unlawful, 
thus granting full opportunity to 
Nationalists to discuss and consider 
unhampered the offer of future 
qualified dominion status for India 
made by Premier J. Ramsey Mac- 
Donald at the closing of the recent 
Indian round-table conference 
here. 

In freeing Gandhi from confine- 
ment secured under a statute dat- 
ing ‘back 1827, which prescribed 
imprisonment “during the pleasure 
of the government of India,” Lord 
Irwin's statement said:

The release of the national 
leader and his former crusaders, 
according to Bombay ‘ messages, 
confronted the authorities in the 
cities and towns close to Poona 
with a difficult problem. Mob pas- 
sion may prevent an open-handed 
release, as it was feared even 
Gandhi himself might be unable to 
control the outburst of joyous 
demonstration in his honor if he 
should be allowed to step through 
the jail door and into the open 
without. further ado: There is a 
possibility, therefore, that he will 
be freed as he was jailed—un- 
ostensibly spirited away in the 
dark of night to some unrevealed 
location and set free. 

Three of the outstanding co- 
workers to be freed with him to- 
day, however, include Pandit. J. 
Nehru, president of the all-India 
congress at the time the civil dis- 
obedience campaign began; Val- 
labhai Patel, who had charge of a 
large part of the campaign, and 
Mrs. Sarojini Naidu, the Indian 
poetess.

Parrot’s Blood by 
Error; Girl Lives 


JOLIET, Iil.,- Jan. 26—(INS)— 
An injection of parrot’s blood, used 
through misinterpretation of ‘in- 
structions was credited today with 
having saved the life of Lillian 
Fischer, 15-year-old victim of in- 
fantile paralysis. 

It was the first recorded case 
where a parrot’s blood was used in 
treatment of this disease. 

The girl ‘showed unmistakable 
signs of improvement and quickly 
recovered from a state of coma fol- 
lowing the injection of five cubic 
centimeters of blood from the par- 
rot’s heart. 

Dr. George Weaver, in giving in- 
structions to fellow physicians, 
was understood to have ordered 
parrot’s blood for an injection. It 
was only after the operation that 
Dr. Weaver learned his associates 
had mistaken the word “parents” 
for “parrots.”

Repeated knock- 
ing on Edwards’ bedroom . door 
failed to bring an answer, and 
Baumgarten finally broke in the 
door and found his friend lying on 
the ‘floor.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26—(INS) 
—President Hoover has ‘struck a 
bargain with the harassed leader- 
ship in congress. 

He has agreed, it was learned to- 
day, not to call the senate into 
special session after Mareh 4 to 
take up the controversial World 
Court question, provided the lead- 
ers get whole-heartedly behind the 
administration program of jam- 
ming the eleven big appropriation 
bills through and thus removing 
the need for a special session on 
that score. 


Senate Accepts 

The senate leaders, most of 
wh n are opposed to the presi- 
dent’s position on the court, ac- 
cepted the offer with alacrity. Be- 
cause of uncertainty as to what 
the president planned to do with 
the court and because hertofore he 
has never committed himself with 
regara to a special session of the 
senate alone after March 4, senate 
leaders Have not strained them- 
selves to speed up the appropria- 
tion measures. Their theory was 
that they saw no need for undue 
haste if Mr. Hoover was planning 
to hold them here on the World 
court anyway . 

But now that Mr. Hoover has 
yielded to their insistence against 
a World Court session, it is ex- 
pected the leaders will step on the 
accelerator and push the supply 
bills to completion, thus removing 
the only real excuse for calling the 
new 72d congress into session be- 
fore June 30. 

Littie Accomplished 

Thirty-three legislative days re- 
main on this “lame duck” con- 
gress. There ere eleven big supply 
bills to enact. None of them has 
yet been passed in final form, al- 
though. the house has acted- on 
seven of them and the senate four. 
Conference committees are en- 
gaged in ironing out the differ- 
ences. 

Thus it appeared today that 
there is only the barest of outside 
chances there will be a special ses- 
sion of the new congress at once.

BOAT CAPTAIN 
‘AN INCIDENT 


But International In- 
quiry Will Be 
Demanded 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.— 
(INS)—A. thorough investiga- 
tion of the fatal shooting of 
Capt. Wm. P. Cluett, skipper of 
the Canadian sch “J 
ine K”, by U. S. coast guardsmen, 
was ordered today by the treas- 
ury department, in anticipation 
of another controversy with the 
Canadian government.

Liquor 

The rum-runner was not only 
within the 12 mile limit, but was 
making direct contact with Amer- 
ican boats from shore, including a 
garbage scow, on which was found 
part of the cargo, a tug that had 
the scow in tow, and also a motor- 
boat alongside the rum-runner. The 
motorboat escaped but the scow and 
the tug were seized. 

“Apparently the Canadian rum- 
runner was violating the laws of the 
United States, which it is the sworn 
duty of the coast guard to prevent’ 

“The coast guard did not fire 
with the intention of taking life, 
but to prevent the escape of the 
rum-runner. Under the facts, the 
coast guard was performing its 
statutory duty as laid down by the 
congress. 

“It is to be regretted that the 
captain lost his life, but that was 
simply an accident in the trans- 
action.” 

Canada Wants Facts 

Hume Wrong, Canadian. charge 
d’affairs, called at the state de- 
partment today and requested full 
information on the case. He was 
advised it had not yet been re- 
ceived from the treasury. Wrong 
indicated the legation’s position will 
depend upon instructions received 
from the Canadian government.

Three other craft, a tug, a barge 
and a speedboat, were tied up to 
the schooner. All boats, except

New Methods Explained 

Varieties of watermelons resistant 
to wilt, new methods of sweet po- 

tato disease control, superior sweet 
potato and (cantaloupe varieties, 
successful production of Irish po- 
tatoes on sand land, are among the 
outstanding achievements included 
in the report presented today. 

These new wilt resistant varieties 
of watermelons capable of. profit- 
able production on wilt-sick ‘soil, 
promise to restore the apidated 
industry to its importance of 20 
years ago. Four thousand pounds 

of seeds from these new varieties 
ae now being distributed to the 
growers, of Muscatine county and 
other watermelon sections of the 
county, it was explained in the re- 
ports. 

The control of sweet potato dis- 
eases. by improved methods, of seed 
and slip disinfectant, has become 
an established practice which has 
enabled sweet potato producers to 
realize a yield of approximately 30 
bushels an acre more than former- 
ly. The introduction of new va- 
rieties of sweet. potatoes such as 
the Priestly has enabled growers 
on heavier sand land to increase 
their production and at the same 
time produce a fancy product. 

Irish. Potatoes Successful 

The introduction. of: Irish pota- 
toes has been proven a success 
when grown on sand land. The 
state experimental station has 
placed at the disppsal of the grow- 
ers a high-poweretl -spray outfit 
both -at Fruitland’ and at Cones- 
ville, and also an Irish potato 
planter and digger.‘ Irish potatoes 
have been proven ‘profitable on 
heavier ‘sand land that does not 
produce sweet potatoes successfully. 

A study of the soil requirements

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The Income Tax 

Active opposition to the state income tax proposal was 
evidenced last week when 60 eastern Iowa business men in- 
augurated plans to oppose this tax before the Iowa legisla- 
ture. This action is in line with that of several Iowa news- 
papers who have expressed opposition to the measure. 

The best proof that a state income tax is not practical is 
shown by the experience of other states where former ad- 
vocates of the plan have turned against it. The Omaha 
World Herald quotes Gordon Cox, a member of the North 
Dakota legislature which drafted the income tax law, who, 
as a delegate to the American Legislators association, ad- 
mitted that experience had shown the North Dakota in- 
come tax law was keeping out industries that otherwise 
would have come into the state and was also driving away 
established industries. 

Mr. Cox declared that he doubted an income tax would be 
practical in any state unless it is adopted in surrounding 
states. He said that in the case of North Dakota dairy and 
beet sugar plants have located just across the line in Min- 
nesota which has no income tax. He also stated the tax 
was difficult to collect because wealthy citizens could claim 
residence in other states. It was hoped that the property 
tax could be lowered as a result of the income tax revenue 
but it did not work out that way and as a result there is 
widespread agitation in North Dakota for the repeal of the 


but to prevent capital from establishing new industries with 
its consequent increase in employment must also be taken 
into consideration. If the law has operated to retard prog- 
ress in North Dakota it seems Iowa should profit by this ex- 
perience which is also true of several other states. 

It-is equally true that wealth knows how to take advantage 
of ‘every legal loophole by juggling figures and other 
methods to evade its just share of the income tax. This has 
been demonstrated repeatedly by the federal income tax law. 
Evasion is comparatively easy in the higher brackets, in 
many instances only a very small percentage of what should 
be paid being turned over to the government, but those who 
are taxed the smaller amounts cannot afford to employ a 

“battery of attorneys and in proportion to their income pay 
at a ratio many times greater than those who are better able 
to afford the tax. 

In theory a tax on incomes may sound good but in prac- 
tice it only adds to the burden of those least able to pay it.

“Success for physicians in this machine age requires that 
they give more service for less money and make more money 
in doing so. Instead of catering to the rich for high fees 
and giving charity to the people they must now organize 
for the mass production of health at a cost which the 
masses can pay.

“Handsome Is As Handsome Does” 
The millions of words spoken and written about the pro- 
hibition question since the announcement of the Wicker- 
sham report are mostly expressed with an earnestness that 


adds to the intense partisanship of the respective sides of | 


the question. The ardent wets will tell you that prohibition 
is a complete flop and that some sort of a modified law 
should be adopted to permit “limited sale of intoxicants or 
the sale of limited intoxicants,” as one New York City offi- 
cial expressed it recently. On the other hand, the dyed-in- 
the-wool drys are urging more strict enforcement. They 
contend that if every possible means is taken by the gov- 
ernment to enforce the law, a great change will be noted, 
criminal gangs will be broken up, and respect for law will 
again be restored. 

The discussion also has its humorous aspects. It has re- 
mained for an eastern federal prohibition official to point 


to one of the benefits of the dry law that seems to have 


been overlooked. Contending that under prohibition the 
average man has more money to spend he uses some of his 
surplus in buying shaves, haircuts, massages and manicures.

‘Discovers Formula 
To Determine Age 
Of Mother Earth 


NEW HAVEN, Conn.—(INS)— 
Professor Alois F. Kovarik, of the 
Yale University physics faculty, 
has worked out a formula to deter- 
mine the age of minerals which 
contain radioactive elements, and 
by his formula to uranin- 
ite, has estimated the age of the 
earth. He believe that age to be 
fully 1,852 millions of years. 

Professor Kovarik used a uran- 
inite obtained in Keystone, South 
Dakota, and estimate that its age 
is 1,465 millions of years. Then he 
applied the formula to 2 uraninate 
obtained in Sinyaya Pala, Carolia, 
U. 8. S. R., and found the age of 
1,852 millions of years. Tests on 
uranium-bearing minerals from 
Norway gave him age estimations. 
ranging from 825 millions to 986 
millions of years.

State Income Tax 

Towa is not the only state now 
directing attention to suggested 
taxation reform in the way of a 
state income tax. Our neighbor to 
the north, Minnesota, is facing 
the ‘same problem. 

The Minneapolis Journal is not 
at all enthusiastic about the pro- 
posal for a Minnesota income tax, 
holding that it is no safeguard 
against additional tax burdens on 
the people to legalize an income 
tax, even though at first it is made 
a replacement tax. It points out 
that even though it would be a 
statute such as the tax commission 
suggests, it would be one “easily 
changed at any time to facilitate 
new raids on the treasury.” The 
Journal adds: 

Minnesota should note the ex- 


perience of Wisconsin, where the 
income tax at first was in lieu of 
personal property taxation, but 
later on, when more money was 
needed, the personal property tax 
was restored and the income levy 
became “just another tax.” 

Accordingly, in passing such a 
measure, the legislature will do 
well to bear in mind the warning 
voiced by the Minneapolis Journal. 
It matters not what the present 
legislature may think about an in- 
come tax, as a replacement tax; 
it should remember that any legis- 
lature of the future, once we have 
the income tax, can take advantage 
of it to make levies on taxpayers of 
Iowa that will bring great addition- 
al amounts of revenue into the 
state treasury for spending by the 
state. 

There are safe limits to taxation 
to which state administrations in 
Iowa may go under existing tex- 
ation laws. But open the way for 
further taxation by adopting a 
state income tax, and there is no 
telling what might happen.— 
Dubuque Telegraph-Herald. 


Uncalled for Money 

Talk about hard times, the post- 
office department is custodian of 
about $12,000,000 in good money 
that is awaiting call by people to 
whom it belongs. The department 
was holding that sum at the end 
of the year waiting to be clainyed 
by drawers or payees of money 
orders more than one year old 
who had failed to demand the 
Money due them by virtue of own- 
ing @ money order. This money 
has been accumulating since July 
of 1894, when by an act of con- 
gress, effective as of that date, 
money was first appropriated to 
pay for money orders more than a 
year old from the date of drawing.

Arthur Goodrich, the playwright, 
Samuel Merwin, the author, and I 
were talking at the Players Club of 
the days of more or less long ago. 
We all are, by ancestry, New Eng- 
landers. Mr. Goodrich came from 
Connecticut, was educated at Wes- 
leyan, and was for a long time edi- 
tor of World’s Work. Long’ before 
I attained the high sounding title 
of “Literary Editor,” on a New 
York newspaper, he used to review 
books for a leading magazine. One 
Saturday, an expressman delivered 
at Mr. Goodrich’s door 130 books, 
which the magazine wished re- 
viewed by the following Monday. I 
don’t think any of Mr. Merwin’s 
works were included in the lot, but 
such authors as Henry James were 
fully represented. Mr. Goodrich 
turned in the styff on time, but 
admits that those books which had 
@ synopsis printed on the jacket re- 
ceived the best reviews. 


Arthur Goodrich’s first play, 
“Yes and No,” was produced by 
Gilbert M. Anderson, known to 
fame as “Broncho Billy.” Ander- 
son was the first great hero of 
western movies, preceding Bill 
Hart. Every time he walked down 
the street, he used to collect as 
many youngsters as Jack Dempsey 
or Babe Ruth do today. He did 
some producing in the pictures and 
then turned to stage productions. 
“Broncho Billy” had received no 
great amount of schooling and one 
of his peculiarities was that if any- 
body used an unfamiliar word he 
stopped the conversation until he 
learned the meaning and pronoun- 
ciation. In over a scene, 
one day, he had an idea to which 
Goodrich objected, on the ground 
that it was extraneous.
